Mrs. Fanny Pomeroy (Hinsdale) 
Bartlett, whose death Sunday even- 
ing was recorded in the Courant 
yesterday, was one of the best known 
of the older residents of the Hill sec- 
tion of the city. She was the daugh- 
ter of Judge Tueodore Hinsdale, and 
Mrs. Julia (Peck) Hinsdale, Pittsfield 
Mass. , and was boru iu that town 
April 20th, 1820, beiug iu her eighty- 
seventh year when she died. She 
was married in 1846 at Pittsfield to 
David K. Bartlett, for many years, 
until his death in 1879, a leading 
teacher at the American School at 
Hartford for the Deaf. He was 
called "the friend of the deaf 
mutes," from his long association 
with them and his advanced ideas as 
to teaching mutes. 

Professor Bartlett was a graduate 
af Yale University, class of 1828. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bartlett came to this 
city iu 1863, although his life work 
at the school had begun years before. 
Mrs. Bartlett is survived by four 
chidren and a grandson, who are : 
Mrs. Mary Mac Donald, the wife of 
President Duncan B. Mac Donald of 
the Hartford Theological Seminary; 
Miss Margaret W. Bartlett and Miss 
Louise L. Bartlett of this city, 
Charles L- Bartlett, of Chicago, snd 
Valentiue C. Bartlett, a son of the 
latter. Two of Mrs. Bartlett s 
children died in infancy. Mrs. 
Bartlett has also a sister, Miss Mary 
Hinsdale, of Wilbraham, Mass. 
Her funeral will be attended at the 
chapel of the Asylum Hill Congre- 
gational Church, at 3 o'clock to mor- 
row afternoon, and the interment 
WiTt be in the Old North iVmetrry, 
where her husband and two children 
are buried. Rev. Joseph H. Twich- 
cll, pastor of the church of which 
Mrs. Bartlett was one of the orgin- 
al members, will officiate, and there 
will be singing by the quartet of the 
church. 

Mrs. Bartlett' s death was caused 
by infirmities of old age, aggravated 
m attack of pneumonia about 
the beginning of the year. She had 
been failing since. It was apparent 
to those closely associated with her 
that for several days, although 
growing weaker, she was waiting 
for something and that was the 
arrival of her son from Chicago 
Mr. Bartlett reached this city on 
.Sunday with his son, and she was 
able to recognize him and even ask- 
ed him when he was going to return. 
His assurance that he was not going 
back but intended to remain here, 
seemed to cause her cottsidi 
gratification and she expressed her 
pleasure. Soon after 7 o'clock in the 
evening she fell asleep at the close of 
Raster Day. 

Mrs. Bartlett will be remembered 
largely through her long connection 
with the Asylum Hill Congregational 
Church, which was really started in 
the pailor of her home on Asylum 
Avenue, where the neighborhood 
i meeting was held which was 
the inception of the church. She be- 
came the lady superintendent of the 
Sunday school of the church in the 
early '70's and was annually re- 
elected to the position. In addition 
to the work connected with theSun- 
chool, Mrs. Bartlett did con- 
siderable visiting among the poor, 
the sick and the shut ins of the 
parish. Her influence spread far 
beyond the boundaries of this 1 
for she mothered in their youth 
many voting Chinamen, who came 
to this city in connection with the 
Chin. Educations] sfisi 

Here in the earh 
through the influence of Dr. Yung 
Wing, and found a home in her 
family. Several of those young 
men have since attained positions of 
prominence in the Chinese Kmpire.

All that is admirable in woman- 
hood was exemplified iu her. To 
au exceptionally winning person- 
ality, to intellectual culture and re- 
finement, she added the generosities 
of a boundlessly gracious uuselfish 
spirit.

Rich she was uot in this 
world's wealth, but from first to last 
she was greatly ' ' rich iu good 
works. ' ' Her bounties of the soul 
were ever large and free. 

During a long series of years her 
house was the home of numbers of 
youug men and women who were in 
Hartford to attend school; to all of 
whom she was a true mother, and on 
them she made her abiding mark for 
good. Among them, from 1872 to 
1881, were a group of students of 
Yung Wing's Chinese Educational 
Mission. Every one of those 
Chinese boys held her — as those of 
them who are living hold her still — 
in an affectiou and reverence no less 
than filial. When, four years ago, 
the late Wong Kai Kah, who was 
one of them, being in this country 
as vice-commissioner of the Chinese 
Kmpire at the St. Louis Exposition, 
visited her with his family, he mani- 
fested to her the feeling of a son. 
And when, soon alter, word was 
received of his death she mourned 
for him with a maternal grief. 

There will be sorrowful hearts in 
Chiua when the uews comes that she 
is no more. To not a few in many 
places that news will | quicken 
thoughts of gratitude for influences 
that iu days past made her dwelling 
to them even as a church of God. 
In the creation of the causes of that 
gratitude, 1 shoidd not omit to say, 
much was also due, so long as he

THB FEDERATION OP THE DEAF. 

It has long been conceded that the Na- 
tional Association of the Deaf, as at pre- 
sent constituted, is at beat a heterogeneous 
and ever fluctuating organization ; that it 
ia weak where it should be strong, that it 
lacks coherency where it should be 
united, and that, above all, so far from being 
national, it is largely local in its representa- 
tion. The Committee on Federation 
therefore recommends the following modi- 
fication of the present constitution and 
by-law* to remedy these defects and de- 
ficiencies, and presents the same as its re- 
port : 

CONSTITUTION. 

Preamble. 

For the purpose of promoting the gen- 
eral welfare of the deaf of the 
States there is hereby formed a Federa- 
tion. 

ARTicut 1 — Namk. 

This Federation shall be called the 
National Association of the Deaf. 

Article 11 — Member 

Section 1. Any duly organized State 
Association of the Deaf in the United 
States may become a member of this Na- 
tional Association as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. Not more than one Associa- 
tion from any one State may become a 
member of this National Association. 

Section j. Application for membership 
must be made in writing to the President 
of this National Association, and by him 
submitted to the National Executive < 
mittee. Said application must be signed 
by the President and Secretary of the As- 
sociation applying for membership, and 
who, in so doing, is acting under instruc 
tions of said State Association. The ap- 
plication must contain an affidavit giving 
the number of active members in good 
standing and theamount of dues received 
from said members, these members to be 
resident* of the State represented by their 
applicant. A majority of the National i-'.x- 
ecutive Committee concurring, said As- 
sociation may then be admitted to member- 
ship upon payment of the initial i- 
( See By-Law J, Section i. ) and may re- 
main as such upon paying the triennial 
membership dues. ( See By-Law I, Sec- 
tion 2) 

Section 4. Each State Association that 
has acquired membership in this National 
Association shall be allowed a vote in elec- 
tions, in passing upon motions, and in other 
business at Conventions of this Association 
equivalent to ten per cent of its active 
membership in good standing. Said 
may be cast by a properly appointed dele- 
gate or delegates, or may be cast as a unit, 
by proxy, duly authorized by the State As- 
sociation concerned, this, in case there is no 
delegate in attendance at the Convention, as 
representative of said State Association. 

Sections. Each State Association, 
through its President and Secretary, shall, 
when the date of National Convention has 
been announced, file with the Secretary of 
this National Association a sworn statement 
of the number of its active members in ; 
standing, and the amount of due* received 
from same, this for the purpose of determin- 
ing its triennial assessment ( See By»I.aw 1, 
I ) and the number of votes to 
which it is entitled in the National ( 
▼ention ( Art II. Sec. 4. ) 

Article 3— Officers 

Section 1. The officers of this National 
Association shall consist of a President, six 
- Presidents, a Secretary and a Treasur- 
er, not more than one officer to come from 
any one State.

The President of this National As- 
sociation shall be ex-officio Chairman of 
the Executive Committee, and shall r< ; 
a report of the work of the Committee at 
the next convention before the election of 
officers. 

Section 2. The National Executive 
Committee shall have general condu< ' 
the officers of tin lion from the 

adjournment of the convention at which it 
ia elected to the beginning of the next. 
It shall aim to carry out the expressed will 
of this National Association to the extent 
of its ability. It shall have power to ap- 
propriate any available funds of the As- 
sociation for purposes tending to promote 
its welfare, or the welfare of the deaf at 
large. No expenditures, not directly 
authorized by the Association in conven- 
tion shall tie made without its consent. 
It shall turn over to its successor all 
papers, documents, etc., it may have, be- 
longing to the Association. 

Article VI— National Conventions. 

Section /. This National Association 
shall meet in convention three years after 
the adjournment of each convention, un- 
less circumstances call for an earlier meet- 
ing, or a postponement, as the Executive 
Committee by a two-thirds vote may 
decide.
